profit to remain in the Southern Staies 
will be greater. There need be but little 
fear of an increased competition from 
Brazil, Egypt or India. In the latter 
country the want of facilities for trans- 
portation sud the unreliabilify of the 
Jabor employed must for years render 
cotton cultivation Very uncertain ; while 
in Egypt the culture of the staple ts con- 
fined to & Very Darrow belt, the best re- 
suits of which have been feit in other 
years; and in Brazil the continuance of 
the war with Paraguay is telling fear- 
fully upon her industries, eepecialiy upon 
the cultivation of cotton.
